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KAIL-WAY  REGULATIONS. 


AN  ACT 

To  protect  the  Kail  Roads,  and  repair  the  Canals, 
constructed  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

i{  Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl-  Penal|v  ft>r 
vama,  in  benerat  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enac-  injuring  Kail 
ted  by  the  authority  of  the  same:  That  if  any  person  or  wa-v  or  fix* 
persons  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  burn,  break,  cut, lure5' 
throw  down  or  destroy,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  wa¬ 
ter  station,  locomotive  engine,  stationary  engine,  engine 
house  or  other  building,  machinery,  rope,  sheeve,  sill, 
cross-tie,  wooden  or  iron  rail,  chain,  bolt,  wedge,  switch, 
turning  platform,  block,  wall,  bridge,  culvert,  drain  or 
bank,  belonging  to  any  Rail  Road  constructed  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  stop  up  or  obstruct 
any  such  Rail  Road,  or  any  engine,  machinery,  rope, 
sheeve,  switch,  turning  platform,  culvert,  drain,  con¬ 
duit  pipe,  water  station  or  well,  belonging  to  any  Rail 
Road,  constructed  as  aforesaid;  such  person  or  persons 
shall,  for  every  such  offence,  pay  all  the  damages  ari¬ 
sing  from  such  burning,  breaking,  cutting,  throwing 
down,  stopping  or  destroying,  and  on  conviction  there¬ 
of  before  the  court  of  quarter  sessions,  or  any  court  of 
oyer  and  terminer  of  the  proper  county,  shall  be  sen¬ 
tenced  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  five  years,  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county, 
or  in  one  of  the  penitentiaries  of  the  state,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  court  before  whom  the  conviction  may  be 
had. 

It  any  person  shall  wantonly  open  or  )t  (or 
shut,  or  shall  cause  to  be  opened  or  shut,  any  part  of  a  interfering

platform  or  machinery,  or  shall  put  such  engine,  ma-  chinery. 
chinery  or  rope,  in  motion,  or  shall  kindle  a  fire  for 
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SUch  put-pose,  or  shall  drive  any  nails,  spikes,  pins  or 
wedges,  into  any  part  of  the  Hail  Road,  or  into  any  en¬ 
gine,  machinery,  switch,  turning  platform  or  fixtures 
thereof,  or  shall  take  any  other  means  to  prevent  the 
perfect  and  free  use  of  the  same,  or  shall  wantonly  or 
maliciously  break,  throw  down  or  destroy,  any  fence, 
wall  or  timber  work,  or  any  bridge  or  place  made  for 
crossing  the  Rail  Road,  on  any  of  Rail  Roads  con¬ 
structed  by  the  State;  such  person  or  persons  shall  for 
every  offence,  forfeit  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  and  pay  all  damages  consequent  upon 
such  offence,  and  he  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  coun¬ 
ty  where  such  offence  may  be  committed  upon  the 
"warrant  of  the  court  before  whom  a  conviction  shall  he 
had,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  calendar  months, 

“  Sect.  3.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  lead  or 
f  drive  or  cause  to  be  led  or  driven,  any  horse,  ox,  ass 
obtrucimg oT  or  mule,  hauling  any  stone  or  timber,  or  hauling  any 
using  Kail- sled,  sleigh,  wagon,  cart,  dray  or  any  other  carriage, 
toTaw°ntrary  or  thing  whatsoever,  (except  rail  road  cars,)  along  or 
over  any  Rail  Road  belonging  to  the  State,  or  over 
any  bank,  wall,  sideway,  turning  platform  or  fixture 
thereof,  except  at  a  bridge  or  place  constructed  for 
crossing  the  Rail  Road,  or  if  any  person  shall  wilfully 
obstruct  the  perfect  and  free  use  of  said  Rail  Road,  by 
placing  any  timber,  stone,  earth  or  any  other  thing 
whatever,  on  it,  or  on  any  sideway  or  fixture  belong¬ 
ing  to  said  Rail  Road,  such  person  shall  forfeit  for 
every  such  offence,  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  and  pay  all  damages  consequent  upon 
such  offence,  and  in  case  such  forfeiture  and  damages 
shall  not  be  .paid  forthwith,  such  person  shall  be  im¬ 
prisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  county  where  such  offence 
may  be  committed,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  at  the  discretion  and  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
court  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be  had. 

<{  Sect.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  ride, 
lead  or  drive,  any  horse,  ass  or  mule,  or  who  shall  wil¬ 
fully  lead  or  drive  any  ox,  sheep,  swine  or  other  cattle 
upon  an}*  Rail  Road  constructed  by  the  State,  or  upon 
any  of  the  banks  or  sideways  of  such  Rail  Road,  ex* 
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cept  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  Kail  Koad  cars  there* 
on,  or  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  articles  to  or  from 
the  sides  of  such  Rail  Road,  to  he  transported  thereon, 
or  delivering  at  their  place  of  destination,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  each  offence  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars,  and  pay  all  damages  consequent  upon  such 
offence  over  and  above  the  said  forfeiture,  and  in  case 
of  default  in  the  immediate  payment  of  such  forfeiture 
and  damages  upon  conviction,  such  person  shall  be 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  tire  county 
where  such  offence  may  be  committed,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  fourteen  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court 
before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be  had:  Provided, 
That  any  supervisor  or  other  agent,  having  charge  of 
any  portion  of  the  public  works  of  the  State,  may  al¬ 
low  persons  wishing  to  view  those  works,  permission 
to  ride  along  the  same. 


u  Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  construct  any  build- Penalty  for 


ing,  wharf,  platform,  switch,  sideway,  lateral  rail  road 
or  crossing  place,  or  make  and  apply  any  device  what¬ 
ever,  on  the  ground  set  apart  for,  or  belonging  to,  or 
forming  part,  of  any  Rail  Road,  constructed  by  the 
State,  or  on  the  banks  or  excavations  thereof,  without 
first  obtaining  permission  therefor,  from  the  hoard  of 
Canal  Commissioners,  or  some  one  of  them,  in  writing; 
and  if  any  person  shall  offend  against  this  section  by 
commencing  or  making  any  such  construction,  or  apply 
such  device  without  such  permission,  or  shall  not  con¬ 
form  to  the  directions  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  or 
their  authorized  agents,  having  charge  of  such  Rail 
Road,  in  respect  to  the  location  and  size  of  such  build¬ 
ing,  wharf,  platform,  switch,  side  way,  lateral  Rail 
Road,  crossing  place  or  device  as  aforesaid  :  such  per¬ 
son  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  Canal  Commis¬ 
sioners  or  either  of  them,  or  any  engineer,  superinten¬ 
dent,  supervisor  or  other  agent  upon  such  Rail  Road, 
shall  be  authorized,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  thus 
attempting — to  remove  and  destroy  every  such  building, 
wharf,  platform,  switch,  sideway,  lateral  Rail  Road, 
crossing  place  or  device  as  aforesaid.

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u  Sect.  6.  The  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners 
Authority  to  shali  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  rules 
m^onersTo313^  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
make  reguia-  State,  in  respect  to  the  form,  size  and  structure  of  loco- 
tions.  motive  engines,  tenders  and  cars  on  the  Rail  Roads  of 
the  State,  the  weighing  and  inspection  of  engines,  ten¬ 
ders,  cars  and  their  lading,  the  collection  of  tolls,  and  in 
respect  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  use  and  pre¬ 
servation  of  the  Rail  Roads,  and  impose  such  fines  and 
penalties  for  the  breach  of  such  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  they  may  judge  reasonable  :  Provided,  That 
no  fine  or  penalty  so  imposed  shall  for  a  single  offence, 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

“Sect.  7.  All  penalties  and  forfeitures  created  by 
How  penal-  ^js  ac^  or  py  tjie  ru]es  and  regulations  which  may  be 
covered.  established  by  the  board  of  Canal  Commissioners,  in 
conformity  with  the  sixth  section  of  this  act,  the  re¬ 
covery  of  which  is  not  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided  for,  and  where  the  penalty  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars,  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
with  costs,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any  coun¬ 
ty  where  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  may  accrue,  in  the 
name  and  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  any  one  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  or 
any  engineer,  superintendent,  supervisor,  collector  or 
other' agent,  duly  appointed  by  the  Canal  Commission¬ 
ers,  are  hereby  authorized  to  sue  for,  and  recover  the 
same,  or  by  summary  conviction  before  such  justice  of 
the.  peace,  who  shall  have  power  in  all  cases  where  by 
this  act  or  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Canal 
Commissioners,  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  are  made 
discretionary  to  fix  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  amount 
of  such  penalties  and  forfeitures  when  recovered  shall 
Proviso.  ])e  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State:  Provided, 
That  whenever  an  offence  is  committed  against  the 
provisions  in  the  second  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act, 
the  Canal  Commissioner,  officer  or  agent,  who  institutes 
the  suit  for  the  penalty  or  forieiture  for  such  offence, 
may  commence  and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  jus¬ 
tice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county,  for  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars:  And  provided  further,

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That  if  any  person  or  persons,  shall  conceive  himself 
or  themselves  aggrieved  by  the  judgment  of  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  he  or  they  may  appeal,  by  petition,  to  the  Appeal, 
next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  who  shall  take  such  or¬ 
der  thereon  as  to  them  shall  appear  just  and  reasona¬ 
ble,  and  the  same  shall  lie  conclusive. 

“Sect.  8.  For  the  speedy  reparation  of  any  inju¬ 
ry  to  any  of  the  Rail  Roads  or  any  of  the  buildings, 
machinery  or  fixtures  thereof,  or  to  any  of  the  canals, 
feeders,  dams  or  the  works  connected  therewith,  form-  Authority  to 
ingpart  of  the  canals  and  rail  roads  constructed  by  the  ®ann^  8nd°n 
State,  whenever  and  as  often  as  such  shall  happen  take 
it  shall  lie  lawful  for  any  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  tng^anauTi 
or  any  engineer,  superintendent,  supervisor  or  other  Rail-wav. 
agent  employed  upon  the  said  canals  or  rail  roads 
with  carts,  wagons  or  other  carriages,  with  beasts  of 
draft  or  burden,  and  all  necessary  tools  and  implements 
to  enter  upon  any  land  contiguous  or  near  to  the  said  rail 
roads,  canals,  feeders,  pools,  dams  or  works  connect¬ 
ed  therewith,  and  to  dig  for,  get  and  carry  away  and 
use,  all  such  stone,  gravel,  clay  or  other  materials,  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  in  their  opinion  for  such 
reparation,  doing  as  little  damage  thereby  as  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  case  Avill  permit,  and  the  value  thereof,  shall 
be  assessed  and  paid  as  damages  arc  now  assessed  and 
paid  on  the  Pennsylvania  Canal  and  Rail  Road. 

“  Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superinlen-  how  iaw  to 
dent  or  other  officer  in  the  employment  of  the  State,  to^a  published 
cause  a  copy  of  this  act  to  be  kept  at  all  times,  in  some0"  Kall'way' 
conspicuous  place  at  every  water  station  along  the  lines 
of  the  respective  rail  roads,  constructed  at  the  expense 
of  the  State.

ENGINEERS, 


The  Principal  Engineer  of  each  line  or  division  of 
Canal  or  Hail  Road,  shall  make  the  necessary  surveys, 
estimates  and  plans,  of  all  work  to  he  done,  and  sub¬ 
mit  them  to  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners  for 
their  adoption  or  rejection  ;  lay  out  all  the  work  and  su¬ 
perintend  its  execution;  be  the  judge  of  the  work  of 
the  contractors,  and  have  power  with  consent  of  one  of 
the,  Canal  Commissioners  to  declare  their  contracts  for¬ 
feited  in  case  of  non-compliance  with  them  ;  and  make 
the  estimates  of  work  done,  for  payment ;  and  with 
the  consent  of  said  Board,  appoint  the  necessary  as¬ 
sistant  engineers,  and  attend  to  their  faithful  perform¬ 
ance  oh  their  duties. — r  See  the  second  section  of  the 
act  of  the  sixth  of  April  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty ,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  Canal  Com-' 
missioners.] 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  En- 
gineer  of  the  line  to  see  that  the  Railway,  machinery, 
machine  shops,  water  stations  and  other  fixtures  are 
kept  in  good  order,  and  he  shall  plan  and  direct  all 
repairs  required  for  their  preservation  and  use. 

Sect.  2.  The  Engineer  shall  furnish  persons  de- 
sirous  of  placing  cars  upon  the  vail  way,  with  such 
plans  and  specifications,  as  will  enable  the  manufac¬ 
turers  to  construct  them  in  conformity  with  the  plan  of 
the  cars  authorised  to  be  used.  But  the  beds  of  cars 
may  be  constructed  in  any  form  the  owners  may  prefer. 
Provided ,  They  shall  not  exceed  in  width  and  length, 
the  limit  to  be  fixed  by  the  Engineer, 

Sect.  3.  The  engineer  or  inspector  of  cars  shall 
inspect  and  approve  all  cars,  before  they  are  used  on 
the  railway,  and  see  that  a  number,  to  be  furnished  by 
the  engineer,  and  the  weight,  are  painted  on  soma  con¬ 
spicuous  place  on  the  body  of  each  car, 
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Sect.  4.  The  engineer  shall  keep  a  register  of 
all  cars  inspected,  containing  their  number,  weight, To  keep  Re- 
names  of  the  owners,  and  date  of  inspection  and  regis- s‘9ter  ol  cari 
try,  and  lie  shall  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  trans¬ 
mit  to  the  canal  commissioners,  a  copy  of  the  registry 
of  cars  for  the  preceding  month. 

Sect.  5.  The  engineer  shall  prohibit  the  use  of  Unworthy 
any  car  upon  the  railway,  that  is  not  constructed  accor*^®rs  Ploliib»- 
ding  to  the  proper  plan  and  kept  in  good  order. 

Sect.  6.  The  engineer  shall  determine  the  time T)me  ofst9r. 
or  times  for  the  starling  of  cars — the  speed  of  motive  tins  &  speed 
power — the  places  where  cars  shall  meet  or  pass  eachofcais 
other,  and  lie  shall  have  the  general  care,  direction 
and  superintendence  of  the  trade  and  travel  upon  the 
railway. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer,  to  To  publish 
publish  from  time  to  time,  by  printed  handbills  set  uptime  6l3rl" 
at  the  Collectors’  offices,  weigh  scales,  engine  houses  tives. 
and  water  stations,  the  times  of  starting  locomotive 
engines,  their  speed  and  the  times  of  passing  the  above 
mentioned  places,  also  the  times  and  places  of  meeting 
and  passing  other  regular  trains. 

Sect.  8.  The  engineer  shall  nominate,  and  with  To  appoint 
the  consent  of  the  board  appoint,  an  inspector  of  cars,  ln'Te7°.r  01 
the  necessary  engineers  of  machinery,  for  taking  charge 
of  the  stationary  and  locomotive  engines,  master  work¬ 
men  of  machine  shops  and  principal  riggers,  and  shall 
prescribe  to  them  their  several  duties. 

Sect.  9.  The  engineer  is  empowered  to  dismiss AlUhoriseJto 
from  the  service  of  the  commonwealth,  any  inspector  ofdismiss  engi- 
cars,  engineer  of  machinery,  master  workman,  or  prin-neers>  &c- 
cipal  rigger,  who  may  be  guilty  of  misconduct  or  ne¬ 
glect  of  duty.  And  be  shall  forthwith  report  his  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  the  board,  together  with  the  reasons  for 
such  dismissal. 

Sect.  10.  The  engineers  of  machinery,  master  AsEiistanten. 
workmen  and  principal  riggers,  are  authorised  with  the  gineers  of 
consent  of  the  engineer  of  the  line,  to  employ  such  ™“ch“iery 
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assistants  and  laborers,  as  may  lie  necessary  to  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  duties  appertaining  to  their  several 
appointments. 

SUPERVISORS. 

The  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners ,  shall  appoint 
Supervisors  to  take  charge,  of  such  portions  of  the  Ca¬ 
nals  and  Mail  Roads,  as  shall  he  finished  for  public  use, 
and  the  said  Supervisors  are  hereby  required  to  file  a 
bond,  with  two  or  more  substantial  sureties  to  be  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  the  Governor,  in  the  office  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  penalty  of  said  bond 
to  be  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  accounting  and  settling  of  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  which  he  may  from  time  to  tune  draw 
from  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Commission¬ 
ers  for  the  purpose  of  being  expended  in  repairs,  and 
conditioned  for  the  performance  of  all  other  duties  of 
his  office:  Provided,  That  no  Supervisor  shall  be 
allowed  at  any  one  time  to  have  more  than  5,000  dol¬ 
lars  in  his  hands  'unaccounted  for,  and  his  accounts 
shall  be  audited  and  settled  in  the  same  manner  that 
accounts  of  Superintendents  of  lines  are  noiv  settled. - 
[See  the  9th  Section  of  the  act  of  Gtii  April,  1880.] 

Sect.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  supervisor, 
Duties  of  su.^0  examjnc  frequently  and  carefully  into  tire  condition  of 
the  railway  and  works  committed  to  Ins  charge — to 
direct  and  cause  to  be  made  and  superintend  the  neces¬ 
sary  repairs  under  the  direction  of  the  principal  engi¬ 
neer — to  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  supply 
of  materials  and  the  performance  of  labor. 

Sect.  12.  Supervisors  shall  in  making  all  neces- 
How  repairs  sary  repairs  conform  to  the  general  plan  of  the  railway, 
to  be  made.  rpjiey  s|,a}i  usu  the  l,est  materials  that  can  he  procured, 
and  so  construct  the  repairs  as  to  preserve  the  utility, 
and  add  to  the  permanence  and  stability  of  the  work. 

To  hire  labo-  Sect.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  supervisor 
rers  and  fore- himself  to  hire  laborers,  from  among  whom  lie  shall 
men‘  select  suitable  foremen,  and  to  whom  extra  wages  may. 
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be  allowed,  and  also  to  lure  horses  and  oxen,  wagons 
and  carts,  and  to  make  the  purchase  of  such  tools  and 
materials,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  and 
repair  of  the  railway,  also  personally  to  make  payment 
to  each  individual  employed,  and  on  each  debt  created, 
and  to  take  bills  and  receipts  for  such  payments. 

Sect.  14.  Supervisors  are  not  allowed  to  place  Not  to  place 
money  in  the  hands  of  their  foremen,  or  other  persons,  h^n0dnseJfJ"re, 
for  the  payment  of  the  men  employed  under  them.  men. 

Sect.  15.  The  foremen  hired  by  the  several  su¬ 
pervisors  shall  not  be  allowed  to  keep  boarding  houses,  poremen  not 
for  the  men  employed  to  make  repairs,  nor  shall  they  to  keep  boar, 
employ  or  use  in  making  repairs  their  own  horses  or dins  Louses- 
oxen,  nor  shall  they  in  any  way  directly  or  indirectly 
be  concerned  in  hiring  hands,  making  payments  of 
wages,  or  purchasing  tools  or  materials  used  on  the 
railway  under  their  care. 

Sect.  1G.  When  any  portion  of  the  railway  is  Notice  when 
impassable  or  unsafe,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  super-  °." 

visor  or  foreman  of  the  line,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  unsafe.^ 
approaching  cars,  by  signals  or  otherwise. 

Sect.  17.  Each  supervisor  shall  accompany  the-po  aceompa- 
board  of  appraisers  of  damages  along  his  line,  for  thenyaPPraiseM 
purpose  of  communicating  to  them  such  information  as 
may  be  in  his  possession,  respecting  the  claims  of  per¬ 
sons  who  have  appealed  from  the  oilers  of  compensation 
for  damages,  made  by  the  canal  commissioners. 

COLLECTORS. 

By  the  3 d  section  of  the  act  of  the  25 th  of  February, 

1826,  the  Canal  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  ap¬ 
point  toll-gatherers ,  and  to  establish  reasonable  toll. 

And  by  the  3 d  section  of  the  act  of  the  10 th  of  April , 

182S,  the  Canal  Commissioners  are  required  to  take 
bonds,  ivith  sufficient  surety ,  from  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  who  may  be  appointed  toll  Collector  on  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Canal ,  which,  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  and  conditioned 
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for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duty  of  such  Toll  Col¬ 
lector,  and  to  account  for,  and  pay  over  all  moneys 
they  may  receive,  arising  from  tolls  on  said  Canal,  at 
such  time,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Canal  Commis¬ 
sioners  may  require. 

By  the  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of  the  11  th 
June,  1832,  and  the  2 ist  February,  1834,  the  Canal 
Commissioners  are  authorized  to  appoint  Collectors  of 
toll  on  the  Columbia  and  Philadelphia,  and  on  the  Alle¬ 
gheny  Portage  Bail  Roads.  And  by  the  6th  section  of 
the  act  of  the  8th  of  April,  1834,  they  have  power  to 
'  malcc  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  State,  in  respect  to  the  collection  of  tolls 
and  the  use  of  the  Bail  Roads.

OF  BRINGING  SUITS. 

Sect.  116.  Engineers,  superintendents,  supervi¬ 
sors,  collectors,  inspectors  and  weigh  masters,  are  re¬ 
quired  on  every  violation  of  the  acts  of  assembly  for 
the  protection  of  the  railways,  or  of  these  regulations, 
to  make  an  entry  of  the  nature  of  every  offence,  the 
names  of  the  offenders,  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  committed,  and  the  names  of  witnesses,  and 
they  are  respectively  enjoined  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  the  said  acts,  and  of  these  regulations, 
and  give  notice  to  the  nearest  collector  of  any  fines  or 
forfeitures  that  may  be  recovered,  and  such  collector  is 
authorised  to  receive  and  give  receipts  for  the  same.
